ARCATA - The Arcata City Council will this week con- 
sider options for increasing revenue for the city via a new 
tax measure to appear on the November 2024 ballot. 

The proposal could take the form of a general tax or a 
special tax measure. 

The City Council has a long list of priority projects, 
listed in a staff report, which include efforts to combat 
homelessness and its impacts, mitigation of and adapta- 
tion to climate change, continued and possibly expanded 
public safety alternative response programs such as Com- 
munity Ambassador Program and Mobile Intervention 
Services Team (MIST), and infrastructure improvements 
including safe streets, transit, alternative transportation, 
parks and trails, and Valley West improvements. 

The staff report reviews the range of special taxes al- 
ready collected by the city, and delineates options for ex- 
panding them. 

The city should have the full text of any proposed mea- 
sure or measures to the City Clerk on or before May 13, 
2024, leaving less than six months to craft any measure 


for presentation to voters next November.

HUMBOLDT —- Hum- 
boldt County’s draft va- 
cation rental ordinance is 
now in a form that’s been 
shaped and approved by 
the planning commission. 

The ordinance is now 
recommended for Board 
of Supervisors approval 
and includes a cap on total 
number of units and limits 
on individual ownership of 
them. 

The commission’s re- 
view began last September 
with workshops and ended 
at its Nov. 30 meeting. 

Key aspects of the ordi- 
nance — such as capping 
total number of Short 
Term Rentals (STRs) at 
2 percent of the county’s 
housing stock — remain 


unchanged from an orig- 
inal _ staff-recommended 
draft. 

So does a prohibition on 
transferring STR permits 
from one owner to anoth- 
er. 

But the transfer ban 
didn’t gain unanimous 
support. | Commissioner 
Thomas Mulder said he’s 
“very, very big on being 
able to pass things down 
to your children” and op- 
posed an alternative policy 
allowing transfers among 
family members. 

The strongest support 
for the ban came from 
Commissioner Sarah 


West.

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Wetlands & Creeks hears exciting updates

ARCATA — The City 
of Arcata Wetlands and 
Creeks Committee (WCC) 
held a special meeting on 
Tuesday, Nov. 28 to discuss 
several new business items 
and updates relating to 
Arcata’s waterways. Com- 
munity members are al- 
ways welcome and encour- 
aged to attend these public 
meetings. 

WCC members received 
its annual report on the 
Open Space, Parks, and 
Trails Special Tax (also 
known as “Measure A”). 
This special tax of $37 per 
parcel was approved by 
over 80 percent of Arcata 
voters in 2020, and the an- 
ticipated annual revenue is 
$168,000. 

The money collected 
helps fund the protection, 
preservation, maintenance 
and expansion of Arcata’s 
parks, trails and natural 
open spaces. 

Each year, the Parks and 
Rec Committee, the For- 
est Management Commit- 
tee and the Wetlands and 
Creeks Committee publicly 
review the Special Tax pri- 
orities and assess the prog- 
ress made from the previ- 
ous fiscal year. 

During those meetings, 
each committee formal- 
ly discusses, decides, and 
motion-approves _ specific 
recommendations (within 
its purview) for the fund- 
ing of future priorities for 
the next fiscal year. Each 
of these three committees 
then selects two of its mem- 
bers to represent on the 
formal Ad Hoc Group, to

advocate for those specific 
recommendations. 

Ultimately, the final rec- 
ommendation __ priorities 
will be presented to the 
council for its discussion, 
then incorporated into de- 
partment draft budgets 
for the council’s annual 
goal-setting deliberations. 
The process for deciding on 
how to allocate and spend 
the annual tax has proven 
to be representative, trans- 
parent and democratic. 

For next year’s poten- 
tial wetlands and creeks 
priorities, the WCC recom- 
mended to continue the ad- 
vancement of a restoration 
grant for Jolly Giant Creek; 
to explore restoring for- 
mer livestock grazing land 
near the eastern edge of the 
Baylands Property; and to 
prioritize the identification 
and removal of non-native 
invasive plants, especial- 
ly around the Marsh and 
Wildlife Sanctuary. 

The WCC _ expressed 
strong support for the 
Parks and Rec Committee’s 
recent recommendation of 
hiring a part-time Arcata 
Marsh groundskeeper (to 
help provide park stew- 
ardship and maintenance),

The chair shared the 
news about the extremely 
rare sighting of a Purple 
Gallinule, a brightly colored 
migratory bird that has 
been hanging out around 
the Marsh and exciting bird 
enthusiasts in Humboldt 
County and throughout the 
state (see page 5).

prevent wholesale conver- 
sion of residential housing 
to STRs — and did so at last 
week’s hearing. 

“As soon as you open up 
the door to passing down 
(an STR), you are com- 
modifying it, you are con- 
ferring value on making a 
home a commercial use in 
perpetuity,” she said. 

In a straw vote, commis- 
sioners supported the ban, 
with Mulder and Commis- 
sion Chair Noah Levy dis- 
senting. 

The 2 percent cap on 
total number of STRs is 
based on the county’s esti- 
mate of existing numbers. 
County planners say there 
are 567 vacation rentals in 
the unincorporated area 
out of a total of 34,0903 
housing units. 

That’s 1.66 percent of 
the unincorporated area’s 
total. The cap applies to 
STRs in areas from Rio 
Dell to Trinidad. 

Commissioner didn’t 
debate the total cap but 
they were unable to gain 
consensus on setting sub- 
caps in specific community 
plan areas. 

Some of the areas have 
high concentrations of 
STRs. Vacation rentals in 
the Westhaven/Trinidad 
area make up 6.9 per- 
cent of housing stock and 
the percentage in Orick 
is about as high, presum- 
ably due to its proximity to 
Redwood National Park. 

The levels in most other 
community plan areas fall 
below 2 percent. 

Commissioner Iver Ska- 
vdal proposed not allow- 
ing the STR percentage to 
exceed 3.5 percent in any 
specific area. Levy suggest- 
ed capping per-area STRs 
levels at five percent. 

There was debate about 
it, as there has been during 
public comment periods. 

Commissioner Peggy 
O’Neill said Orick “needs 
all the help it can get” and 
“if short term rentals and 
Redwood National Park 
is what brings Orick back, 
then I wouldn’t want to put 
a limit on any of it.” 

Commissioners 
dropped the discussion, 
leaving it for the Board of 
Supervisors to take up. 

There’s also debate 


about limiting the number 


of STRs parcels a single 
individual or business can 
own to three. 

West said her preference 
is to lower it to one, while 
Skavdal said he supports 
not having a limit at all. 

But they agreed with 
other commissioners to 
leave the limit as is. 

Also in the commis- 
sion-approved draft, the 
per-parcel number of STRs 
is limited to one 

A “neighborhood con- 
centration” rule limits 
the number of STRs in a 
neighborhood to 10 per- 
cent to total housing, 
based on housing num- 
bers on an access road. But 
the threshold rises to 20 
percent if an STR parcel’s 
density is greater than one 
acre per unit. 

Gatherings and parties 
have at times drawn neigh- 
borhood complaints so the 
ordinance limits them to 
twice the maximum occu- 
pancy of an STR. 

Units meeting all the 
requirements can be ap- 
proved under administra- 
tive permits. The require- 
ments can be waived or 
changed under a special 
permit process, which in- 
cludes public hearings. 

Alternative own- 
er-builder units aren’t 
allowed as STRs unless 
they’re approved under the 
special permit process. 

In neighborhood set- 
tings, STR operators must 
draft a “good neighbor 
guide” that includes the 
owner’s name and phone 
number and distribute it to 
residences within 300 feet 
of the STR. 

The ordinance’s effective 
date is Oct. 26, which was 
the commission’s original 
target for approval. Ninety 
days after that, those seek- 
ing permits for new STRs 
can apply for them. 

Vacation rentals oper- 
ating on or before Oct. 26, 
which was the commis- 
sion’s original target for 
approval, are considered 
pre-existing and can apply 
for permits when the ordi- 
nance goes into effect. 

Those seeking permits 
for new STRs can apply for 
them 90 days after that. 

The commission’s vote to 
recommend the ordinance 
for approval by the Board of 
Supervisors was unanimous.

Supervisors drop cannabis ballot measure plan

HUMBOLDT —- Hum- 
boldt County’s Board of Su- 
pervisors has reeled back 
a plan to sponsor a ballot 
measure that would com- 
pete against the controver- 
sial Measure A. cia 

Measure A is / 
the Humboldt 
Cannabis Reform 
Initiative (HCRI), 
which seeks to 
change the coun- 
ty’s cannabis rules 
by amending its 
general plan. 

It gained plenty of sup- 
port in its signature-gath- 
ering phase and if voted in, 
will add restrictions to can- 
nabis rules. 

But cannabis farmers — 
and county planning staff 
— say Measure A will have a 
variety of impacts that will 
undermine all levels of can- 
nabis farming. 

Supervisors had directed 
planning staff to develop a 
ballot measure that would 
compete against Measure A 
but at its Nov. 28 meeting,

the board voted to not to do 
so. 

The county’s current 
cannabis cultivation ordi- 
nance sets a cap on num- 
bers of permits and acreage 
and spreads it across vari- 
ous watershed areas. 

Among other 
things, the coun- 
ty’s ballot mea- 
sure proposal 
reduces the cap 
from 3,500 can- 
nabis cultivation 
permits to 1,400 
permits and a to- 
tal of 480 acres of 
cultivation areas. 

There are doubts about 
the proposal, however, 
given the timeframe of 
the March 5 election. The 
deadline for filing a ballot 
measure for it is Dec. 5. 

“It’s clear to me that the 
(county’s cannabis _ ordi- 
nance) needs work beyond 
this,” said Supervisor Na- 
talie Arroyo. 

Her preference is to “go 
through a more robust 
and lengthy process after 
March,” she continued. 


Cannabis farmers who 
spoke during a public com- 
ment period nodded to Ar- 
royo’s comments and said 
the proposed ballot mea- 
sure needs more work and 
there’s already a solid pro- 
cess in place for approving 
permits. 

“I feel this is somewhat 
of a reactionary response 
to this terrible initiative 
that we’re all having to deal 
with,” said Honeydew can- 
nabis farmer Dylan Mat- 
tole. 

The county’s propos- 
al seemed satisfactory at 
first but Mattole said it 
“doesn’t actually seem to 
have support, from what 
I’m hearing, from anyone 
and doesn’t seem to have 
identified, specifically, 
what problems we're trying 
to address.” 

Also during public com- 
ment, Natalynne DeLapp 
of the Humboldt County 
Growers Alliance (HGA) 
said the county’s ballot 
measure has gone beyond 
a simple goal — limiting 
the size of new cannabis 


cultivation — and changes 
should be made more de- 
liberately, after the March 
election. 

“Measure A is a gun 
pointed to everyone’s head 
and we should not be forced 
to make decisions under 
duress,” she said. 

Scott Bauer of the state’s 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife also seconded the 
call to take more time. 

“We have a lot of issues 
that I think we can’t ad- 
dress in 75 words,” he said, 
referring to the limit on 
length of ballot measure 
language. 

Saying the ballot mea- 
sure effort “feels rushed,” 
Supervisor Michelle Bush- 
nell made a motion to 
abandon it. Other supervi- 
sors agreed and the vote to 
drop it was unanimous. 

As of press time, a 
judge’s ruling was expect- 
ed on a lawsuit filed by 
HGA and cannabis farmers 
which argues that Mea- 
sure A’s signature-gather- 
ing process violated ballot 
measure rules.

Rare Purple Gallinule alights at Marsh 


irders in the commu- 
B= are all a-flutter 

about the rare sighting 
of a Purple Gallinule at the 
Arcata Marsh and Wildlife 
Sanctuary. 

This birder stayed home. 
It is not that I think this bird 
is no big deal because it IS! 
It is quite far from its range. 
However, I heard long ago 
that Roger Tory Peterson of- 
ten explained how rare birds 
got to certain areas by say- 
ing. “Birds fly!” 

Bad winter storms are of- 
ten the reason a bird ends up 
in unfamiliar territory. Heavy 
winds and rain can literally 
“blow” birds off-course, espe- 
cially during migra- 
tion. Another rea- 
son is that they are 
known as “wander- 
ers” and do show 
up far north of their 
mapped ranges. In 
a field guide, their 
territory is shown 
as very far south 
in the East and 
around the Gulf 
coastal areas. 

We are lucky to 
live in this lovely 
area as it seems lots of birds 
find their way here. I have 
seen quite a number of rar- 
ities since moving here. The 
Arcata Marsh is surely a local 
magnet. 

I saw my first Purple Gal- 
linule in Louisiana. They 
frequent the bayous there. 
The trips to that area were 
for Cajun music, not birds. 
However, a birder cannot go 
anywhere without a pair of 
binoculars. 

A Purple Gallinule is 
cousin to moorhens and 
coots. They are considered 
ducklike swimmers. How- 
ever, they put their relatives 
to shame with their beau- 
tiful shiny purple, blue and 
green colorings. They sport a 
“cap” of light blue and have 
a reddish beak with a yellow 
tip. They have yellow legs

and very long specialized 
toes. They use the long toes 
to spread out their weight so 
they can walk on water lilies 
and floating vegetation. 

Juveniles are a 
buffy brown with 
greenish — wings. 
Legs and feet are 
more olive in color. 
All ages sport white 
undertail coverts. 
These birds live in 
family groups of up 
to 14. The young- 
sters and_ other 
non-breeding birds 
are helpmates to 
the newly hatched 
chicks. 

The Purple Gallinule is 
a water bird, but they can 
climb into bushes. 

They frequent overgrown 
swamps, lagoons and marsh-

es. They construct floating 
nests over deep water yet 
concealed with over-hanging 
canopy trees. They anchor 
the nest to floating plants. 
The lower part of the nest is 


wet, with upper parts dry. A 


slight incline angles toward 
the water. They often build 


extra nests. The birds lay 


from 6 to 8 eggs. Male and 
female incubate the eggs. 

The gallinule’s diet con- 
sists of seeds, berries, plants, 
snails, aquatic insects, and 
frogs. They 
eat eggs and young of small 
marsh birds. The birds make 
a hen-like cackling sounds 
and guttural notes. 

So, grab some binoculars 
and check out the Brackish 
Pond at the Arcata Marsh 
where the bird has been seen.

Soup Ladies | Pop-up kitchens feed the hungry, help with constructive engagement

four times that, depending on weather. 

Jan Carr, tireless spay/neuter activist, 
daily and nightly ventures into sketchy ar- 
eas to feed and capture feral cats for steril- 
ization and release. She also passes through 
homeless encampments co-located with 
wild cat colonies to access the animals. 

At one longtime Valley West camp area 
known as “the Pit,” she befriended houseless 
individuals who helped her with her traps. 

“It became clear really quickly that as 
I’m taking these cats for medical care and 
feeding them every day, I’m watching the 
residents eat out of the dumpster,” she said. 

In comparably dire straits were many 
of the unhoused companion animals. “The 
dogs were hungry, they had no veterinary 
care, they were breeding like crazy... I was 
just overwhelmed.” 

Shocked at the lack of accessible food 
and other resources for the area’s un- 
housed, Carr lit up the network of support- 
ers who help with her animal welfare work 
through her “Cats in My Heart” and per- 


sonal Facebook pages. 

“I started reaching out and started get- 
ting so many donations,” she said. These 
included camping gear, winter clothing 
and dog food. Carr decided to “adopt” the 
Pit and its inhabitants. 

Her friend, fellow feral cat feeder and chef, 
Jaime Doyle, came up with the idea to make 
a pot of soup for the hungry folks in the area. 
Ona recent Sunday afternoon, Jaime and two 
showed up with a hearty soup and homemade 
rolls, serving about 25 people and sharing out 
dog food, warm socks and coats. 

The crew of soup ladies has since grown 
to about six, with service four nights per 
week provided “all on our own dime” and 
with the community donations. 

“Our goal is to feed these people seven 
days a week,” she said. “We’re not quite 
there, but I believe we’re going to get there 
real fast.” 

“We keep it simple,” Carr said. “We have 
been feeding folks out of our own pockets. 
We brainstorm and find ways to cut costs, 
and share donations that come in. We have 


no rules, other than to feed our target group 
of unhoused in the Valley West area. As long 
as we have food, we don’t turn anyone away.” 

The system that has evolved is to show 
up with food and supplies, drawing out 
the hungry. As they eat, Carr engages with 
those who have dogs, offering services. 

“We handed out dog food and I got to 
know their dogs,” she said. “We’re spaying 
and neutering dogs, and we just did a ra- 
bies clinic just a couple of days ago.” 

The rabies treatments, offered with sup- 
port from Redwood Pals Rescue and the 
Companion Animal Foundation, help qual- 
ify the owners for the Safe Parking and oth- 
er housing possibilities. 

Her new, dual mission is to feed the 
hungry and stabilize the “out of control” 
dog population. “It’s incredible the number 
of puppies I saw being born over the sum- 
mer,” Carr said. 

The Humboldt Area Center For Harm 
Reduction (HACHR) also assists Carr with 
her outreach to the encampments. Some 
residents are disabled and mentally ill, and 


virtually helpless. Others won’t leave their 
camp, even to get a serving of soup, out of 
fear that their possessions will be stolen, so 
Carr and HACHR wade in with relief. 

“I know these people very well, and ’m 
comfortable doing that,” Carr said. 

Those wishing to donate may contact her 
and the Humboldt Soup Ladies through 
their Facebook page. There, a link is also 
provided to the group’s Amazon Wish List, 
through which supplies can be donated. 
Among the desired items are dog food, pa- 
per towels and biscuit mix. 

With help from assistants, Carr has 
managed to maintain her feral cat duties, 
beginning at 6:30 a.m. and capping each 
evening with a nighttime round. “I feed 
about 200 cats a day and I monitor all of 
my colonies,” she said. “I literally couldn’t 
do it without my feeders.” 

For now, her main focus is establishing 
the Humboldt Soup Ladies as a benevolent 
force. “I love this group of people,” Carr 
said. “It’s just amazing to me what’s hap- 
pened with this, and I’m thrilled.”

BIGFOOT TRAIL — Summer 
2023 was a busy time for the Big- 
foot Trail Alliance! 

Our volunteer trail work pro- 
gram flourished, with eight work 
trips between late spring and early 
fall. We worked across the Klamath 
and Shasta-Trinity national forests 
in some of the most remote settings 
possible in California. 

Highlights included working with 
84 volunteers, clearing 21 miles of 
trails in wilderness settings, and ac- 
cumulating 3,695 volunteer hours 


across all projects. 

The Bigfoot Trail Al- 
liance was founded in 
2016 as a 501(c)(3) 
non-profit organi- 
zation. Our mission 
is to support the 
proposed _ Bigfoot 
Trail Route from 
the Yolla Bolly-Mid- 
dle Eel Wilderness) 
near Corning, Calif.) to 
Crescent City, Calif. This 
360-mile route through the Klam- 
ath Mountains exists to promote 


both educational and 
recreational opportu- 
nities and celebrates 
the region’s excep- 
tional biodiversity 
through its coni- 
fers — but there 
is much more to 
see and learn. We 
foster a community 
committed to main- 
taining, promoting, and 
protecting — in perpetuity 

— the Bigfoot Trail. 

In addition to trail work, we 
are excited to report growth in our 
Youth Stewardship Partnership 
with other regional NGOs. This is 
a collaboration among eight orga- 
nizations that fosters connections 
among regional youth through 
community-based experiences and 
career education. 

Activities include classroom 
science lessons and community 
science activities. Visit Klamath- 
Mountains.org to learn more. 

But the trail work was key to our 
organization's growth thanks to a 
Regional Master Challenge Cost 
Share Agreement we secured with 
the Klamath, Shasta-Trinity, Men- 
docino, and Six Rivers national 
forests. This allowed the Alliance 
to expand our trail work and gain 
operational funds.

¢ Hell Gate/Smokey Creek Bike 
and Work Weekend - 14 volunteers 
for 172 hours. 

¢ Klamath National Forest = 50 
volunteers = 2,180 hours 

¢ Russian Wilderness Family 
Work Week - 15 volunteers for 736 
hours. 

¢ Marble Mountains Trip #1 - 12 


volunteers for 564 hours. 

¢ Marble Mountains Trip #2 - 11 
volunteers for 392 hours. 

¢ Marble Mountains Trip #3 - 12 
volunteers for 488 hours. 

We are expanding beyond our 
2023 trail work to other wilderness 
areas in 2024,including the Yolla 
Bolly-Middle Eel and Siskiyou wil- 
derness areas.

Scientific illustration shows now-extinct species

CAL POLY HUMBOLDT 
— For hundreds of years, 
scientific illustrations have 
taken viewers to the unob- 
servable — from the contents 
of cells and the universe to 
extinct species. 

To further enhance 
knowledge of the natural 
world, Cal Poly Humboldt 
launched its scientific illus- 
tration internship this fall. 
The internship merges the 
University’s strengths in the 
liberal arts and sciences by 
inviting one intern to col- 
laborate with faculty in the 
Biological Sciences and Art 
+ Films departments for the 
duration of one semester. 
It is supported by a grant 
from the Maxwell-Hanrahan 
Foundation. 

Scientific illustrator Ja- 
mie Hefley, a graduate of 
Iowa State University’s Bio- 
logical and Pre-Medical Il- 
lustration program, joined 
Cal Poly Humboldt this Oc- 
tober as the program’s first 
intern. She was chosen from 
a pool of highly qualified 
candidates from five differ- 
ent countries. 

Throughout the intern- 
ship, she is focusing on 
bringing extinct species back 
to life by creating portraits 
of them. She works along- 
side professors Pedro Pelo- 
so (Biological Sciences) and 
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SCIENTIFIC ILLUSTRATION The Campo Grande Tree 
Frog (Boana cymbalum) was last observed in 1963 in 
the State of Sao Paulo. It is one of two species of frogs 
formally declared to be extinct in Brazil. Illustration by

Brandice Gonzalez-Guerra 
(Art + Film) to create illus- 
trations of extinct Brazilian 
amphibians and, in turn, 
raise awareness about de- 
clining amphibian popula- 
tions. 

By creating the portraits, 
Hefley hopes to put a face to 
a much larger issue that ex- 
tends beyond these individu- 
al species. 

“Although they belong to 
one of the most endangered 
animal groups globally, they 
remain largely overlooked,” 
Hefley says. “By creating 
portraits of these beautiful 
animals this earth stands to 
lose or has already lost, we 
hope to bring attention to the 
amphibians of our planet.” 

Due to factors including 
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habitat loss, emerging dis- 
eases, and climate change, 
amphibians are highly en- 
dangered, and some are al- 
ready considered extinct, 
says Peloso, a Brazilian biol- 
ogist who has specialized in 
amphibian conservation ef- 
forts for nearly 20 years. 
“Amphibians stand apart 
from other animals as the most 
threatened of all—more than 
40% of species listed are in 
threat categories,” says Peloso. 
“Brazil is the country with the 
most species of amphibians, 
many of which do not occur 
anywhere else on the planet.” 
Some of the animals Hef- 
ley is illustrating are so rare 
that no photos of living spec- 
imens exist. So she turns to 
written descriptions, pre- 
served specimens, and pho- 
tographs of similar species to 
bring those species to life. 
“Some of these species are 
only known from a handful of 
specimens deposited in nat- 


ural history collections, and 
have not been seen for several 
decades. Gathering informa- 
tion of how they might have 
looked in life is very challeng- 
ing and highlights the im- 
portance of these collections, 
such as our Vertebrate Muse- 
um,” explains Peloso. 

As part of the program, 
Hefley also works with stu- 
dents in Gonzalez-Guerra’s 
Illustration I course. “With 
the polytechnic transforma- 
tion, we felt that this would 
be a good way to bridge those 
courses of study and provide 
students with the opportuni- 
ty to interact with a profes- 
sional scientific illustrator 
and witness the collaborative 
process that goes into cre- 
ating a series of scientific 
illustrations,” says Gonza- 
lez-Guerra. 

The internship is not the 
only opportunity of its type 
available on campus; students 
can take Scientific Drawing I, 
a popular course on campus 
among science and art majors 
in which students create nat- 
ural history drawings, Gonza- 
lez-Guerra explains. 

Hefley will display her 
work in a gallery exhibition 
on campus at the comple- 
tion of this internship. Her 
illustrations may also be 
featured in scientific publi- 
cations, and in exhibitions 
throughout the world in- 
cluding in South America. 
She will share her story and 
her work in an artist lecture 
on Friday, Dec. 1 from 2:30 
to 3:30 p.m. in ART B102.A 
Q&A will follow. 
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SEQUuOIA ParK Zoo 

EUREKA -—- The Sequoia 
Park Zoo’s 13th annual Con- 
servation Lecture Series 
continues on Wednesday, 
Dec. 13 at 7 p.m., hosted by 
the Conservation Advisory 
Committee and sponsored 
by the Sequoia Park Zoo 
Foundation. Robyn Nor- 
man will discuss the unique 
behaviors of local whales in 
her talk, titled, “Cetaceans 
of the North Coast: a re- 
newed effort for gray whale 
foraging research.” Lectures 
are hosted in-person at the 
Zoo and online through 
Zoom and Facebook live. 

Eastern North Pacific 
Gray Whales make one the 
longest yearly migrations 
of any mammal, traveling 
over 16,000 _ kilometers 
round trip to the Arctic to 
feed on a diversity of inver- 
tebrates. By filtering water, 
sand, and sediment through 
their baleen, gray whales 
will consume thousands of 
these organisms every sum- 
mer. However, a sub-group 
of this population chooses 
a different route, spend- 
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ing the summers feeding 
from Vancouver, Canada to 
our shared home in north- 
ern California. This Pacif- 
ic Coast Feeding Group 
makes up less than 1 per- 
cent of the population, and 
they are seen in small num- 
bers in northern California 
throughout the summer. 

While this group has been 
observed since the 1980s, 
we still have many unan- 
swered questions about 
their presence in the area. 
Why are these whales in 
northern California? What 
are they eating? And what 
makes northern California 
special? Norman received 
a conservation grant from 
the Sequoia Park Zoo to be- 
gin answering some of these 
questions and will share her 
findings in this talk. 

Robyn Norman is a grad- 
uate student in the Depart- 
ment of Biological Scienc- 
es at Cal Poly Humboldt 
(CPH). Along with her team 
of CPH undergraduate stu- 
dents, she has been studying 
the foraging ecology of gray 
whales in northern Califor- 
nia for over two years. She 
also studied gray whales in 
Oregon while earning her 
undergraduate degree at 
Oregon State University.
